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Board RevampsHornet 
AsStudentMajority Gains Control 


Members of the Hornet 
Foundation’s board of directors 
voted Wednesday to amend the 
Foundation’s by-laws so as to 
provide for a student majority 
on the board. The amendment, 
adopted by a vote of 4-1-1, will 
go into effect on January 29, 
1968. 

The new organization provides 
for a Hornet Foundation board 
of directors consisting of one 
faculty member, one administra- 
tive member, five students 
and two representatives from 
the community at large. Pre- 
viously, the board consisted of 
four faculty members and three 
students. 

The faculty member is to be 
selected by the Academic Senate 
and the members from the com- 
munity and the administrative 
staff are to be appointed by the 
college president, Dr. Robert 
Johns. One of the student mem- 
bers is to be selected by the 
incumbent ASSSC president and 
the other four to be selected 
by the Student Senate acting on 
the president’s recommenda- 
tions. All appointments are to 
be subject to the approval of 
Johns. 

The amendment, sponsored 
jointly by ASSSC President Jan 
Eakes, Casey Lunden, and Orrin 
Everhart, was adopted as being

Housing Rules 
Changes Sought 


Westbridge students are wait- 
ing for an answer to their pro- 
posed Open House System and 
Honor System. 

As the rule stands now, women 
must be in at midnight on Sunday 
through Thursday nights and at 
2 a.m. on Friday and Saturday 
nights. Freshman women must 
be in at 1) p.m. on Sunday through 
Thursday nights. 

The Honor System would 
change the present sign-in time 
for all women to noon the follow- 
ing day for Friday and Saturday 
nights. 

The Open House proposal 
would permit members of the 
opposite sex to be entertained 
in the living rooms and bed- 
rooms of students from 3 p.m. 
to midnight on Sunday through 
Thursday nights and from 3 p.m. 
to 2 a.m. on Friday and Satur- 
day nights. 

Present rules prohibit visita- 
tion of female or male residents 
in the buildings of the opposite 
sex. 

These two proposals are up 
before the student government 
of Westbridge now. If they are 
passed at Westbridge they will 
go before the Housing Committee.

DA Drops Sugar Case; 
‘Spanking’ Was Earned

The district attorney has re- 
fused to prosecute Sacramento 
State College’s assistant football 
coach, Charles Chatfield, over 
his clash with a student on the 
ground the student “probably 
earned and deserved a good 
spanking.”’ 

Philip Sugar, a 2l-year-old 
SSC senior, reported to the po- 
lice that Chatfield pushed and 
choked him October 20 after 
Sugar refused to leave the faculty 
dining room, supposedly re- 
served for the football team. 


he felt it necessary to use a 
reasonable amount of physical 
force to preserve order. 

“The facts indicate that Mr. 
Sugar probably earned and de- 
served a good spanking. This is 
approximately what he received, 
and it is not our intent to further 
magnify the incident by dignify- 
ing it witha criminal complaint." 

Two weeks ago the SSC Aca- 
demic Senate censured Chatfield 
and called for *ze ~ ach to make 
a written apelgy to Sugar and 
the faculty. 

“Mr. Chatfield’s behavior in 
laying violent hands on a student 
even if it followed angry and 


provocative words from the stu- 
dent, is deplorable and reflects 
unfavorably upon all other faculty 
members of the college,” 
declared the senate resolution.

Refusal to Rehire Fishback 


By a 9-1-2 vote, the Student 
Senate Wedresday authorized AS 
President Jan Eakes to research 
the refusai of the art department 
to rehire Glen Fishback, in- 
structor in creative photography. 

The text of the motion, intro- 
duced by representative Billi 
Schmidt, reads as follows: 

MOVED: That the Student Sen- 
ate requests the ASSSC President 
to research the refusal to rehire 
Mr. Fishback by the art depart- 
ment through his designee(s) 
committee and report all findings 
and subsequent recommenda- 
tions to the Student Senate not 
later than the second Senste 
meeting after this motion is 
passed. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: 
That the Student Senate shail take 
no official action on this case until 
such time as the President re- 
ports his findings. 

Schmidt said that the action 
of the Senate was in part due to 


a petition started by the United 
Students protesting the action of 
the Art Department in not re- 
hiring Fishback, The petitionalso 
called for the Art Department to 
re-hire Fishback as a part time 
Photography instructor, and to 
continue the class in Creative 
Photography which was dropped 
from the curriculum for the up- 
coming semester. 

Eakes said that he welcomed 
the United Students petition, but 
would wait until after he received 
a full report on the matter be- 


fore he would ask the Senate to 


take any action, The newly elec- 
ted United Students Arts and Sci- 


ence Rep, Dee Anne Durst, said 


that her group started the peti- 


tion ‘‘mainly for the purpose of 


bringing the issue to the attention 
of the students in the hope that 


all the facts about Fishback’s 


firing would be brought out, and 
hopefully to have the class in 
Creative Photography brought 
back as a class.”

Chanukah, the Feast of Lights 
is a Jewish Festival observed 
in December for eight days. It 
comemorates the Jewish victory 
against the Seleucid Greeks, the 
receivers of the Syrian territory 
of Alexander the Great’s 
collapsed empire, in the first 
recorded battle for religious lib- 
erty. 


Chanukah is a festive and 
happy time. There are special 
games, parties, tradition potato 
latkas and gifts for the children. 
There are traditional blessings 
and songs. 


On the theory that religious 
non-conformist were a threat 
to the country, King Antiochus 
Epiphanes decided to force the 
Greek religion on Judea. Antio- 
chus made it a crime to teach 
the Bible and succeeded in having 
his armed forces install an idol 
in the Second Temple in Jeru- 
salem. At first the populace was 
stunned and were afraid to oppose 
Antiochus and his huge army. 


The rebellion began with Mat- 
tathias, of the priestly Hasono- 
nean family, when he refused to 
sacrifice to the fetish constructed 
in his home town of Modin. He 
was rescued from the army by 
his five sons. They took to the 
hills where they organized a 
rebellion. Under their leadership 
the Seleucid Greeks were over- 
thrown and driven out of Judea 
in three years. The Second Tem- 
ple was recaptured by Judah 
Maccabe, one of the sons of

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‘Negotiation Now!’ Plans Nation-Wide Peace Vigil 


By John McDowell! 

Concerned Capitol City resi- 
dents will gather by candlelight 
in Sacramento’s Plaza Park at 
10th and J Sts. at 6 p.m., Thurs- 
day, December 21, to support 
the Negotiation Now! program 
for peace in Vietnam. According 
to local Negotiations Now! mem- 
bers ‘‘Simultaneous vigils across 
the Nation on that day will be 
directed not only at US policy 
in Vietnam, but will petition 
Hanoi, the National Liberation 
Front and the government of 
South Vietnam. 

“The vigil, say the Sacra- 
mento Negotiation Now! commit- 
tee, ‘will allow people of all 
kinds to express their desire 
for a negotiated political settle- 
ment to the Vietnam war and to 
show the extent of support that 
exists in this country for peace.” 
The effects of the vigil is intend- 
ed to ‘“‘dramatize an international 
appeal to both sides to end the 
Vietnam war, to bring the 
Negotiation Now! program to our 
Congressmen aid Senators, and 
to urge public support for the 
Negotiation Now! peace proposal 
steps.” 

The national Negotiation Now! 
effort is based on a ‘“‘coalition 
of conscience on Vietnam similar 
to the coalition that assured the 
passage of major civil rights 
legislation in 1964.’’ The cam- 
paign’s literature further states 
“We present today not evidence 
of minority dissent, but majority 
affirmation for a new course by 
our government — not simply 
for de-escalation, but for u& 
coherent program which will 
maximize the chances of a 
favorable response from the 
other side.”’ 


The campaign also asks the 
US “to act first by stopping 
the bombing without coaditions,’’ 

out that previous bomb-

Campaign appeals are not one- 
sided, however, as Negotiation 
Now! says ‘‘We call also on 
Hanoi and the NLF to respond 
affirmatively to such action and 
to join us at the conference 
table. We ask both sides to join 
in a standstill ceasefire and to 
support internationally super- 
vised, genuinely democratic 
elections in which all political 
factions can bring this programs 
to the people of South Vietnam, 
not by terror and violence, but 
by orderly political process.” 

John Liberty, a local peace 
spokesman who is co-chairman 
of SANE, feels Negotiation Now! 
has shown the viability to attract 
broad-based support from the 
American public. He explained 
“The Negotiation Now coalition 
goes beyond peace activists 
the mainstream voluntary organ- 
izations and religious denomina- 
tions which make up the fibre 
of our communities throughout 
America.”’ 

Liberty went on to say ‘‘This 
coalition, not in opposition to 
Washington but to persuade all 
parties to the conflict to end 
the killing, has attracted people 
in thousands of churches, cam- 
puses and communities, to direct 
their resources to a solution 
of the tragic dilemma of Viet- 
nam.,’”’ 

Dennis Horwath, executive 
secretary of the Sacto, Peace 
Center, expressed the concern 
for all to attend the one hour 
vigil on Thureday, Dec. 21, as 


the simultaneous vigils represent 


only one aspect of the national 
Negotiation Now! campaign. Said 
Horwath “I can’t stress enough 
the need to continue to gatner 


visible public support within this 
country and around the world 
for a new strategy for peace 
in Vietnam. This clear demon- 
stration of peace sentiment can 
be an effective tool in bringing 
political pressure to bear on all 
parties to the conflict.”” Horwath 
explained ‘*Peace activists 
across the country are now 
directing our efforts toward the 
adoption of the Negotiation Now 
position in the platforms of both 
political parties and toward per-

leaders explain ‘‘A growing tide 
of world-wide sentiment cries 
out for a peaceful and honorable 
settlement of the Vietnam war 
and for the opposing sides to 
come to the peace table and 
negotiate in good faith.

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Colorado Governor Love Discusses Vietnam

‘*I don’t believe, if my analy- 
sis is right, that simply either 
to come to an agreement with 
North Vietnam or to wipe it off 
the map, so to speak, would nec- 
essarily bring the war in South 
Vietnam to a close,.”’ 

This is the opinion of governor 
John Love of Colorado as ex- 
pressed in an exclusive personal 
interview with Hornet reporter 
Angelos N, Malos, 


In May of this year, Love ac- 
cepted President Johnson's invi- 
tation — extended to all pov- 
ernors — and made an inspec- 
tion tour of Southeast Asia, 
Thailand and South Vietnam drew 
his closest scrutiny, and the con- 
clusions he brought back from 
that visit, although seldom heard 
over the cackle of fowl language, 
fly a seemingly realistic path. 

Immediately dealing with the 
two points of greatest con- 
troversy he asserted, ‘‘Whether 
we should be there or not, 
and there is very real reason to 
think we should not have made 
the decision, seems to me aimost 
irrelevant now, due to the fact 
that we are there in such force. 
It is my belief that a unilateral 


withdrawal would be of great 
damage to many of the things that 
I think are important for the 
United States to stand for and 
to accomplish, Secondly, I am of 
the opinion that it’s unlikely that 
this war can be won by military 
means alone,"’ 

Although emphasizing that the 
military serves the ‘‘vitaily nec- 
essary function of security,’’ the 
Governor aiso stressed the im- 
portance of pacification. ‘‘I think 
that the objective must be the 
hearts and minds of the South 
Vietnamese people. | don't be- 
lieve that the Viet Cong, and in 
turn the North Vietnamese, can 
exist in South Vietnam without at 
least the tacit support of the 
South Vietnamese indiginous pop- 
ulation. 

“Now, I don’t want it 
misunderstood there,’’ he point- 
ed out, ‘‘] don’t know what the 
percentages are, but | don’! be- 
lieve any great majority of the 
South Vietnamese are in favor 
of the Viet Cong. But they’re a 
war weary people who have been 
involved in one of the nastiest 
war experiences that a people 
can have for over twenty-five 
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years, and I’m sure by persua- 
sion, terrorism, and simply ex- 
haustion, in some cases, that 
the people have in one way or 
another supported the Viet 
Cong.”’ 

Love, who has yet to be heard 
nationally, then proceeded to ex- 
plain his assertion that neither 
negotiations nor an accelerated 
war effort would end the con- 
flict, ‘‘There are caches of arms, 
there are supplies of food, there's 
this tacit support, and as long as 
the Viet Cong remain motivated, 
I think it would go on separate 
and apart from any North Viet- 
namese support. Of course, it 
would make it difficult for them 
to drag it out indefinitely without 
supplies, But | still think that 
the central target has to be the 
people of South Vietnam,”’ 

Turning his attention to the do- 
mestic front, the Governor cited, 
in reference to last summer's 
racial turmoil, the maintenance 
of law and order as the [first 
responsibility of any government. 
He noted that in the riots in New- 
ark, Detroit, Milwaukee and else- 
where there have been obvious 
violations of the law, such asar-

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son and looting, and that ‘‘there 
are simply hoodlums involved.’’ 

However, Love feels that this 
probiem is of a larger dimension 
than simply a violation of the 
law, ‘‘It’s inevitably connected 
with the urban problem; it’s con- 
nected with poverty to some ex- 
tent; it’s connected with minority 
groups. And the solutions must 
be looked at in these areas. You 
can’t look forward to a society 
that is dependent simply upon 
repression.’’ 

Questioned about claims that 
those who participated in the 
disorders were ‘‘mad dogs,”’ the 
Governor replied with authority. 
‘Well, I’m sure that some people 
were in it simply to be violent, 
and the report has been that 
there was almost a carnival at- 
titude in some of the areas. But 
you can’t get away from the fact 
that they do occur in a lower 
class Negro district, in Harlem 
or in tenement and ghetto situ- 
ations in Newark and so on. And 
they have, to 4 certain extent, 
fertile ground to deal with in 
these areas, 

Certainly, the issues of Viet- 
nam and race head the list in 
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any political discussion today 
and such will be the case ineight 
months when both Democrats and 
Republicans gather to choose 
their respective nominees, Love, 
one of 25 Republican governors, 
will of course center his interest 
on the GOP conclave, A 50-year- 
old attorney from Colorado 
Springs, Love had never held an 
elective office until five years 
ago. It was in 1962 that he de- 
feated two-term Democratic in- 
cumbent Steve McNichols, and 
only 12 months ago was returned 
to office by an appreciable mar- 
gin, 

In reference to the 1968 pres- 
idential election campaign, Love 
was asked his thoughts of Gov- 
ernor Keagan, a declared non- 
candidate, ‘‘1 don’t think that 
there’s any doubt that Governor 
Reagan is perhaps the most ac- 
complished man on the national 
scene as far as communicating 
through speeches and over the 
television. I also think that it’s 
readily apparent to most people 
now that the early newspaper 
charge that he was simply com-

The Right and Left of the American political spectrum always 
exists; they will normally be accomodated by the two existing parties, 
two ends become polarized. If one end becomes effective to the point 
of actually affecting the public political conscience of Middle America, 
a unique phenomenon begins to take place. 

During the thirties it was Father Conklin, a right wing advocate 
of non-recognition to the Soviet Union, When FDR recognized the 
Soviets a wave of anti-Communism flooded into the Republican 
Party, swept across the country and all dissent became polarized 
around an anti-Communist crusade, 

During the early fifties it was McCarthyism, the most extreine 
form that hate and witch hunting has ever taken in America. What was 
so dangerous about McCarthy and his investigations was that they 
took place under the guise of Congressional] and Senate investigating 
committees. Unlike Father Conklin, McCarthy worked within the 
system of legal restraints. 

After McCarthy died, the right wing polarization once again went 
outside the legal system until the Dies Committee and later the House 
Un-American Activities Committee again went on its witch hunt for 
Communists with the legality of Congress. During the early sixties 
the JBS worked outside the Congress and outside both political parties 
Since 1963 Congress has been content to exist without an overly active 
HUAC, 

Since the recent anti-war and anti-draft sentiment, which is sweep- 
ing the nation, has grown into a proportion reaching a political 
disaster for the two existing parties, a new wave of institutional 
witch hunting and hate campaigns has started again. 

The Congress is reactivating HUAC and is presently sweeping 
the South with investigations into the activities of a number of civil 
rights and anti-war groups, destroying most of them with anti- 
Communist propaganda. 

Here in California the Trustees have established a principle that 
dissent will not be tolerated. The Trustees will not try to rectify the 
situation which caused the riot at SF State, but will rather expel those 
who participated in it. To insure that this doesn’t happen again the 
Chancellor wants half a million dollars to beef up the campus police. 

The cause for al! this? It is really quite simple; left wing dissent 
is becoming effective. 

When one looks at the history of the right wing and the witch hunts 
it becomes apparent that its greatest activity comes when the dissent 
in the political process is at its peak. During the McCarthy era, 
we were at war in Korea and opposition to the war was not acceptable 
to either party. During the sixties dissent arose around Red China and 
civil rights, and the result was the HUAC. 

Now ‘he anti-war movement has reached a proportion which the 
system cannot accommodate or control. Rather than end the war, or 
dea) with the rising trend for Student Power, the system would rather 
destroy the dissent and eliminate the dissenters. It only demonstrates 
the effectiveness and extent # which this dissent has spread and is 
reaching a larger and larger number of peopie. It shows that the system 
can enly deal with problem solving by destroying the opposition to 
the problem rather than dealing with the problem itself. 

The difference between the present polarization of the left and the 
polarizations that lave taken place in the past is significant. First, 
the number of dissenters is larger than in the past, and has created 
a third party, the Peace and Freedom Party. Second, the dissent 
against the two parties has reached the level of district politics, 
causing a major crisis for both parties. Third, the dissent has 
reached every College campus in America. The students are moving, 
and are no longer afraid of militant action to oppose the war and the 
draft. 

The right wing has a big job to do if they are to stamp out dissent, 
They are trying to do it through the HUAC, and stronger college 
regulations. But the dissent is so widespread, the fear it is creating 
so great that the only result will be more riots like at SF State, and 
more and more militant actions against the war. The left won’t be 
put down this time, and the right will have to use more than committees 
to end the dissent.

Since the liberalized Colo- 
rado law does not include a 
residency requirement for the 
woman involved, many legis- 
lators fear the state will become 
a haven for abortion, ‘‘It hasn’t 
as yet,’’ retorted Love, ‘‘Cer- 
tainly, the numbers of abortions 
that have occurred have not been 
very substantial. 


‘Un the other hand,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘l certainly don’t be- 
lieve that Colorado has the obli- 
gation to provide this kind of ser- 
vice to the nation. The medica! 
society has issued @ suggested 
set of standards that indicate, 
except in unusua! situations, that 
non-residents should not be en- 
titled to termination of a preg- 
nancy. We will watch it.’’

“*The Red Chinese Air Force 
Exercise, Diet, and Sex Book’’ 
is just such an item. It was 
written by an unidentified ‘‘cld 
China hand’’ styling himself 
“William Randolph Hirsch.”’ I 
suspect that it is deeper than 
it appears; other Old China Hands 
will probably roll on the floor 
at inside jokes I can only sus- 
pect but not fathom out. For the 
outsider, though, it is, for all 
practical purposes, sheer 
amusement and foolery, across- 
eyed wink at the Great Prole- 
tarian Cultural Revolution.
